The fur is perfect!y 
black, except a very small white spot en 
the breast and a white tip on the tail. 
Generally these skins show considerable 
silver over the hind quarters, and from this 
are called silver, not black foxes. The 
value of the skins depends greatly on 
whether there is a larger or smaller pro- 
portion of there silvery hiirs—the less the 
better. In ths case of this skin the silvery 
hairs cannot be seen except on a close look. 

SEVERAL wagon loads of the newly arriv- 
ed Galicians passed through town on Satur- 
day on their way from the railway station 
to their new home in the Limestone lake 
country. They were a little the most gro- 
terquely dressed party that has yet struck 
the town. Several snap shots of the party 
were taken by an amateur photographer. 
These are of the class known as Bukovin- 
ians, as distinquished from other Galicians, 
and have the distinction of introducing 
small pox at Halifax and Winnipeg,at both 
of which places they were held in quaran- 
tine.

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HEIMINCK vs. EDMONTON. 
Edmonton, N. W, T., July 6, 1898, 
The Town Clerk, Edmonton ; 
Dear Sir : 
NEIMINCK VS, EDMONTON, 

I enclose a copy of the judgment of the Supreme 
Court of Canada in this case. Having carefully 
studied it, I ficd nothing in it to induce me to 
change my opinion that the town is entitled to suc- 
ceed. The judgment is so evidently based upon a 
misapprehension and an overlooking of important 
facts of the case, and inconsequent in its concin- 
sions, that I am convinced that although handed 
down as the judgment of the Ful! Beach, it was in 
reality prepared.by Mr. Justice Gwynne alone, and 
merely assented to by the other judyes without 
per a —— it any ee ex- 
amination. mention some of the points to 
which I refer. a3 

Mr. Justice Gwynne states that Mr. Justice Scott, 
the Trial Judge “found and adjudged” that the 
Southerly trail was not the trail reserved in the 
Patent, and that the Northerly trail was the trail 
reserved. Mr. Justice Scott did not so hold. After 
rtemene the evidence as to which of the two 
trails—the Northerly or Southerly—had beea used 
to the greater «xtent, and holding that the burden 
of proof was on the town to establish which of 
- two trails was that reserved in the Patent, 

- Justice Scott used these words: “In my 

nion, the Defendant Municipality has failed to 
conclusively that the Southerly trail; was 
the trail referred to in the reservation in the Patent 
ot River Lot 8” That is to say: The Town did 
not prove beyond all reasonable doubt that the 
Soutierly trail was that reserved in the Patent. 
_ Thisis very different from what Mr. Justice Gwynne 
_ Says the Trial Judge found and adjudged, namely 
that not only was the Southerly trail not the trail 
Teserved, but that the Northerly trail was so 
| Foserved. 

> The find on matters of fact by the Trial 
Judge are always given great weight to ; and Mr. 
Jus'ice Gwynne having started out with an erron- 
eeus understanding of what the Trial Judge did 
find, notwithstanding that he had the entire judy- 
ment in print before him in the Appeal Book, does 
not discuss the evidence on the point, but contents 
himself with saying that he agrees with tne Trial 
Judge’s finaing. Quite naturally, that disposes, in 
his mind, of the whole case except the question of 
Heiminck being estopped by his conduct in connec- 
tion with the arbitration proceedings. In this 
branch of the case, be falls into several errors 

patent on the face of the appeal booke. 

He says: “It appears from the copies of the 
award, and of a paper purporting to be the evidence 
given by the piaintiff at the arbitration and cf the 
by-law of the expropriation of a piece of land there- 
in mentioned under which the arbitration took 
place, none of which bear upon or relate to the 
matters in issue om the Rec 1rd, became to be filed as 
Exhibits in the cause, in s»me way or other, not 
expleived in the Record before us, at what stage of 
the trial or fcr what purpose they were so hled, 
nowhere appears.” 

This statement is wholly incorrect. It plainly 
appears On the facs of the printed appeal beoks that 
che aword was proved by Dr. Wilson and filed dur- 
his examination, and that he was both examined 
and cross examined concerning it ; that the evidence 
on the arbitration and the award was proved by Mr. 
8. 3. Taylor and filed during his examination and 
cross-examination. 

With this idea of the evidence as to the estoppel, 
he concludes that ‘no conduct of Heiminck’s on 
the evidence given by hfm could from anything 
oppearing im the case haye the effect of divesting 
McDougall or his assigns, of any estate or interest in 
their or any of their real estate, or could constitute 
a dedication by McDougall ofany of his real estate as 
a public highway to the public use.” This shews an 
entire misapprehension cf the point involved, which 
was not, whether Heiminck’s conduct affected Mc- 
Dougall’s interest,but wheth<; it affected Heiminck’s 
own interest—the eviderce showing he had a per- 
sonal interest, ard he and not McDongall being the 
plaintiff in the actio2. 

Mr. Justice Gwynne also lays great stress upon 
the fact of the continuous assessment of the pro- 
perty by the town. He takes no notice of the an- 
swer to that argument, which was to the effect (1) 
that the land asscssed, besides be’ng much larger in 
erea than the trail, was admitediy the land of 
Heiminck ard those through whom he claimed, 
subject to the right of way over a part of it, and 
that therefore, the whole lot was rightfuily assessed 
and it was a question merely of the amount of the 
assessment; and (2) that it was shewn that in the 
years 1893, 1894, and 1895. it was by request that the 
property was assessed, as it was. These sti!l appear 
to me to be complete answers to the view put for- 
ward by Mr, Justice Gwynne 

Besides the points above mentioned, I have noticed 
a number of others in the copy of the judgment. 

It is in view of the many obvious mistakes in the 
judgment that I am convinced, as I have mentioned 
above, that the judgment oves-ruling the Full Court 
at Regina, is in reality the considered judgment of 
Mr. Justice Gwynne alone.

Gwynne, J.: 

ihis is an action instituted in February, 
1895, by the plaintiff against the town of 
Edmonton, incorporated as a municipality 
by an ordinance of the North-west Terri- 
tories in the month of January, 1892, for 
breaking and entering a close of the plain- 
tiffs, situate at the northeast angle of that 
part of river lot No. 8,in the Edmonton 
settlement, which lies south of Jasper 
avenue, as it crosses the said lot, and for 
breaking down and destroying a tence of the 
plaintiff there being. The close in question 
consists of two small town lots [Note 1: 
The plans filed distinctly show that the land 
in question was not laid out as lots] front- 
ing on the south side of said Jasper avenue, 
for which the plaintiffs predecessors in 
title, were assessed and taxed by the 
municipality defendants, every year until 
the year 1894, when the plaintiff being in 
possession, was assessed and taxed there- 
for. The defendants, notwithstanding that 
they had so assessed the said town lots, 
now plead, as their defence in the present 
action, that at the time of committing the 
grievances complained of by the plaintiff, 
the locus in quo was, and for a long time, 
had been a public highway within the 
limits of the municipality, and in support 
of such their contention, they allege and 
plead: Ist—That the locus in quo forms 
part of river lof number (8) eight in the 
Edmonton settlement, and that the patent 
tor the crown for the said lot expressly 
reserves the gaid highway for the public 
use; 2nd—That the highway was dedicated 
by the crown and by the patentee, as is 
evidenced by long user. 

Prior te the year 1882, when first these 
lands called river lots in the Edmonton 
district were surveyed and given bound- 
aries by the crown, there was a trail across 
what is now river lot (10) ten and other 
jands past of it, in a devious, irregular 
route, and withoct any defined limits, and 
westerly across what is now river lot & in a 
diagonal direction from the place where it 
entered upon the river lot 8 to where the 
western limit of the said lot, which ie the 
eastern side of river ‘ot 6, reaches a steep 
bank overhanging the Saskatchewan riyer, 
and thence along the tap ef such steep bank 
across river lot 6 to the Hudson's Bay 
Company's reserve, which lies immediately 
west of the river lot 6. and so toa trading 
post of the Hadson’s Bay Company on such 
reserve. This trail the setilers in the 
Edmonton aettlement, close to the river, 
had keen in the habit of using for con- 
venience of access to the Hudson’s Bay 
Compapy’s said trading post. [Nore2: 
This clearly indigates a mjsunderstanding of 
the lie of the ground and ignores the branch 
of the trail.down the hill to Ross’ and 
beyond. } 

In the year 1892 the present defendants 
brought an action against two persons 
named Brown & Curry, in which the con- 
tention of the present defendants was that 
Jasper avenue, as laid across river lot 10 by 
the person who afterwards Lecame patentee 
from the crown of the greatest part of that 
lot was adopted and dedicated by the crown 
and confirmed by the letters patent, for the 
several parts of the said river lot, and was 
substituted for the old trail, as it crossed 
eaid river lot 10, which upon the opening 
of Jasper avenue, which was 80 icet in

Iu'the present action the defendants, as 
part of their case, proved by admission of 
the opposite party, but still’as part of the 
defendant's case, that letters patent from 
the crown were issued on the 3%th Sept., 
1887, a month after the issue of letters 
patent for lot 10, which has been in like 
manner proved in the present case, grant- 
ing said river lot 8 to one David McDougall, 
the purchaser thereof in fee *‘ reserving 
thereout the public road or trail one chain 
in width, crossing the said lot.” 


They have thus established the issues 
entered on the record in favor of the plain- 
tiff, unless they should establish the locus 
in quo to be, as pleaded, a publiz highway. 

_ David McDougall, the patentee of this 
river lot 8, upon acquiring his title under 
the said letters patent immediately ex- 
tended Jasper avenue across his Jot to a 
greater width than it has across lot 10, as 
appears by the registered plan produced, 
and upon either side of it, he laid out 
building lots, those upon the south side 
numbering from the western to the eastern 
Himit of the lot where are situated the lots 
constituting the locus in quo. [NoTE?: 
This absolutely contradicts several maps 
filed. The lotsand the numbering of the 
lots stop short before reaching the eastern 
limit of rive: lot 8 ] 

The old trail ran diagonally across land 
now comprised within the limits of four of 
these lots, all of which have been con- 
tinuously assessed and taxed by the muni- 
cipality ever since their incorporation to 
the patentee or persons claiming title under 
him. Thus, in so far as in him lay, the 
patentee declared his clear intention to 
close forever, and did, in point of fact, so 
close up the old trail at its very entry into 
lot 8, and he substituted therefor Jasper 
avenue which he dedicated as a public 
highway across his lot. [Nore4: Once 
there was a dedication accepted by the 
public ; the dedicator has no power what- 
ever to withdraw the dedication.] It also 
appeared that the patentee of river lot 6 
in like manner, extended Jasper avenue 
across his lot tothe Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany’s reserve. [Note 5: But it also ap- 
peared that the continuation of the trail in 
question across river lot 6 was still open 
and used, } 


The whole question, therefore, then at 
the trial, was: Ist—Whether the public 
| road or trail reserved in and by the said 
| letters patent to David McDougall was the 
| trail which formerly crossed where is now 
the locus in quo in the present action; 
2nd—Whether a dedication by- the crown 
or the patentee could be presumed by the 
| user which appeared in evidence ? 


These questions underwent a thorough 
investigation during the trial which ex- 
tended over seven days, and at the close, 
the learned trial judge, upon the 17th Dec., 
1895, reserved his judgment, which was 
delivered by him on the 24th June, 1896, 
und thereby he found and adjudged as to 
the above issue joined upon the record. 
Ist—That the highway, or public road, 
reserved by the said letters patent, was not 
the trail which had crossed river lot 8 at 
the place where the locus in quo in the 
present action is, but that a public road or 

| trail which crossed the northerly part of 
the said river lot 8 and which was the 
great thoroughfare from a very early period 
between the east and west for all traffic of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company, whe had the 
monopoly of the trade of the country, and 
by which road the great majority of per- 
| sons passing backwards and forwards into 
| and through the settlements travelled, was 
the public road reserved by the letters 
patent. He also found and adjudged: 
Ynd—That the evidence was insufhicient to 
justify a finding of a dedication by tHe 
crown, and that there was nothing in the 
act or conduct of the patentee McDougall, 
prior to the arbitration (next mentioned) 
from which a dedication could be implied. 


He thus found that from the time of the 
issue of the letters patent to McDougall, up 
to the time of the arbitration taking place, 
at any rate the patentee and those claiming 
under him were absolutely seized in fee of 
the lan¢ over which the old trail had 
passed, free from any claim whatever of the 
public to such land, as being dedicated to 


the use of the public as a highway, and for 
this reason he justified the assessment of 
the locus in quo up to and including the 
year 1894, as the property of the patentee 
and his assigns, and so liable to be assessed, 
but as to the assessment of the plaintiff in 
the year 1895, he could not see, he said, | 
how that assessment could affect the matter 

| in question, But the assessment of that 
year, equally as the assessments of the 
preceding year was, as was the plaintiffs 
contention, quite proper, and all for the 
same reason, namely, that the lots so 
assessed were the absolute property of the 
patentee and those claiming under, and did 
not, nor any part of them, constitute land 
dedicated to the pnblic use as a highway as 
now claimed by the defendants. The 
weight of this evidence, as relied ypon by 
the plaintiff, was that jt was clearly in re- 
buttgl of any dedication to be presumed 
from user. 

Now as to this arbitration so referred to 
hy the learned judge, it appears that the 
copies of the award nade thereat, and of a 
paper purporting to be the evidence given 
by the plaintiff thereat, and of the by-law 
of the expropriation of a piece of land 
therein mentioned, under which the arbitra- 
tion took place, none of which in any 
manner bear upon or relate to the matters 
in issue on the record became to be filed as 
exhibits in the cause, in some way or other, 
not explained in the record before us, at 
what stage of the trial or for what purpose 
they were so filed, nowhere appears. The 
plaintiff's counsel appears ta have regarded 
the documents as wholly irrelevant. The 
defendant’s counsel does not appear on the 
record before us to have alluded to them 

| during the trial, nor at any time except the 
close of his argument after the trial, he 
alluded to them thus: ‘‘The award is an 
estoppel because plaintiff shows that he had 
an interest in the property in question, and 
upon the arbitration he claimed that the 

| trail existed.” [Note 6: The argument 
was more extensive than this and was in 
its logical place in the opening argument at 
the close of the evidence. } 


It is singuisr, to say the least, that hav- 
ing, as is said here, an interest in the prop- 
erty in question, he should be insisting upon 
the existence of a state of things which 

| would utterly destroy his interest. [Nore 
7; The evidence appears to me to be per- 
fectly clear that this ‘‘ singular ” contention 
was made on the arbitration ; notwith 

standing that it is equally clear that Mr. 
| Heiminek at the same time had a personal 
interest in the land in question in the 
action.} However, in the argument before 
us, this construction of the plaintiff's evi- 
dence is utterly repudiated and denied to 
be sound, what he actually did being said 
to be that he gave evidence for the informa- 
tion of the arbitrators as to what could be 
done with the lot remaining not yet laid 
out, if the trail was a public highway, and 
what, if it were not; and it is utterly 
| repudiated that he said anything which 
could be reasonably constiued into insisting 
that tuetrail isa public highway, or with 
intention to get the arbitrators to regard it 
as such. To have done so would certainly 
have been utterly inconsistent with his duty 
to the owner of the land, and could not be 
binding upon him, The learned judge read 


all these papess and formed the opinion 
that the evidence thereby appearing to 
haye been given by the plaintiff leads to 
the conclusion that he was contending that 
the trail in question was a public highway, 
and he thougkt that if the arbitrators had 
not found it to be a public highway they 
would not have awarded so much as they 
did, As to this observation, it may be said 
that the suggestion is merely a surmise of 
the learned judge, for from the award the 
arbitrators woald seem to have attached 
little weight to the evidence of tha plaintiff, which 
certainly wonld seem to have been rather ex- 
travagant, for the value attached by him to the 
piece expropriated was $2,583.75/100, while the 
arbitrators allowed only $325.00. Again the learned 
judge says that he thinks that the representations 
of the plaintiff which the learned judge had spoken 
of as leading < the conclusion that the plaintiff was 
contending that the trail was a public highway, 
were made with the istent that the arbitrators 
should act upon such representations, but what 
these representations were, is nownere stated, 
although the conciusion which they are construed 
as leading to, is stated, and such being the assumed 
intent of the plaintiff in making the representa- 
tions whatever they were, the learned judge was of 
opivion that upon the ground of gvod faith alone, 
the patentee McDougal! and the plaintiff should be 
estopped from denying that the trail in question is 
& public highway. 

I do not propose to inquire whether the opisions 
of the learned judge are well founded or pot, for 
although he expressed the opinion, he concluded 
(as there were no pleadings on the record ‘to raise 
the question involved) by merely dirccting that the 
defendant municipality might, if so advised, amend 
its defence in such a manner as to raise a question 
as to estoppel ; but, nevertheless, while su direct- 
ing, and notwithstanding the mate:isl issue jcined 
on the record-which he hed found in the plaintiff's 
favor, he ordered judgmentin the action to be 
e. tered for the di fendants, and in accordance with 
such order a rule has issucdjsut«f the court, dis 
mi-sing the plaintiff’s action with costs. From this 
rule the plaintiff appealed to the full court, and 
from the jucgment ef that court th_rzin, this appeal 
to this court has been taker. 

The full Court consisted of three juaiges, namely . 
Justices Kichardson, Rouleau and Wetmore, All 
concurred with the learned trial judge that the trail 
in question was not that which was reserved as a 
public road by the letters patent. [Nors8: Wet- 
more,jJ., expressed himself as agreeing with the real 
conclusion on the point of Scott, J. Richardson, J., 
did not express himself on the point. Rouleau, J., 
made rearly the same mistake as Gwynne, J., a8 to 
what Scott, J., had held.} 

As to the residue, Mr. Justice Richardson was of 
opinion that dedication by user was established 
resting his judgment upon the authority of Turner 
vs. Walsh, 8 Ap., Cas. 639, and for that reason he 
was of opinion that the appeal should be dismissed. 

Mr. Justice Wetmore entertained such great 
doubts as to the applicability of the doctrine of 
estoppel that he declined to pass judgment upon 
that point, and leaving all questiou upon that point 
out of consideration, he was of cpinion that from 
the plaintiff's conduct at the arbitration coupled 
with the previous user, a dedication of the trail as a 
public road might and ought to be presumed, upon 
the authority of Turner vs. Waish. He regarded 
as he said, the conduct of the plaintiff at the arbitra. 
tion as being equivalent to McDougall himself ap- 
pearing and saying; ‘‘I am owner of the land, and 
I concede that this is a way;I concede that it 
must be presumed that there has been a grant of 


| this trail as a way,” and so he held that there was 
| established a dedication of the way by user and 


consent of parties. So to construe what to-k place 
attte arbitration involves an *ssuuiption; first 
that the pl:intiff had avy authority to bind Me- 
Douga'l by any concegsien relating .o his lands: and 
secondly that such authority extended to makiny in 


| his name a concession which, assuming it to have 


been made, would bein direct contradiction and 
reversal of McDougall’s manifest inteation and con- 
duct in closing up the trail, in dedicating Jasper 
avenue in its stead, and laying out town lots on the 
trail iteclf where closed, disposing of them ta others, 
some of who built upon them, and who, as well as 
himself, ever have, since the incorporation of the 
defendants as a municipolivy paid to the defendants’ 
taxes assessed by them, upo : those town lots, 

Mr. Justice Rouleau wes of opinion that the 
learned trial judge was quite right in al] his find. 


ings upon the issues upou the record, but that his 
opinion as to the applicability of the doctrine ot 
esioppel to the cise was erroneous, and while doubt- 


ing the applicability of the doctrine of Turner ya 

Wa'sh to the case of user of a way over the waste 
lands of the crown in the Territories, before ever a 
survey was made of them by the crown, he shewed 
very clearly as we think, that even upon the author- 
ity of Turner vs. Walsh, any presumption arising 
fr m user, if any did arise, upon the evidence jn the 
present case, was completely rebutted ; [Norg 9: 
As I understand tho judgment of Rouleau, J. he 
held in the teeth of the evidence that there was not 
a continuous and uninterrupted user of the trail for 
21 years] and he was of opinion that judgement 
should be entered in the action for the plaintiff with 
$40.00 (forty dollars) damages and his costs of the 
action, and of his appeal. In this judgment we 
entirely concur and all that we wish ta add to it 
is, thit while we canact concur With the lvarned 
trial judge in the opinion he formed as to the oon 
struction of the plajntiff’s conduct and evidence 
upon the arbitration, still no condyct of his “to 
evidence given hy him cou!d fro anything appear. 
ing in the case, have the effect 4f divesting Me. 
Dougall or his assigns of any estate or jintorest in 
their or any of their real estate, or could constitute 
a dedication by McDougall af any part of his real 
estate as a pablic highway to the public use, We 
are of opinion, therefore, that the learned trial 
judge should have reudered judy ment for the plain- 
tiff upon the issue found in his favor, after a pro- 
racted trial of seven days. 


This appes! must, therefore, be allowed with 
coats,and judgment be ordered to be entered for the 
plaintiff in the action for $40.00 for damagee as 
stated in Mr. Justice Rouleau’s Judgment, with all 
costs.
